2015 Highway Fatalities 
Closely Match 2014 Total

The number of high¬ 
way fatalities in Ken¬ 
tucky so far this year is 
closely matching the fig¬ 
ure from 2014. 

Through July 6, 2015, 
there have been 334 fatal 
accidents on Kentucky 
roads. In 2014, for the 
same period, the number 
was 330, according to the 
state police website. 

Of the 334 fatal mis¬ 
haps so far in 2015, the 
number of motor vehi¬ 
cle accidents totals 256; 
there have been 32 motor¬ 
cycle fatalities; six have 
died in ATV accidents, 
four have died in bicycle 
accidents and 36 pedes¬ 
trians have died. 

Jefferson County has 
had 39 fatal accidents on 
its highways through July 
6, KSP said. That’s the 
largest number among 


the state’s 120 counties. 
Second is Fayette County 
with 12; Pike and Mar¬ 
shall each with 10; Boone 
and Wayne with nine 
each; Daviess, Hardin and 
Madison with seven each; 
while McCracken, Bar¬ 
ren, Shelby and Pulaski 
has each recorded six 
fatal accidents. 

The majority of of 
the state’s counties have 
recorded between one 
and five fatalities each. 

But 22 counties have 
had no fatalities through 
July 6, KSP said. Those 
include Fulton, Hick¬ 
man, Carlisle, Graves, 
Union, Webster, McLean, 
Hancock, LaRue, Allen, 
Monroe, Trimble, Galla¬ 
tin, Owen, Robertson, 
Mason, Greenup, Elliott, 
Morgan, Lee, Knott and 
Martin.

Christian Co. Judge Will Marry Same-Sex Couples

A county-owned wed¬ 
ding chapel where Chris¬ 
tian County Judge-Execu¬ 
tive Steve Tribble has per¬ 
formed marriage ceremo¬ 
nies for more than 20 years 
will now accept same-sex 
couples. Calling it one of 
the hardest decisions he’s 
ever made, Tribble said he 
chose to keep the chapel 
open for everyone. 

‘T didn’t just flip a 
coin,” Tribble said. “I’ve 
poured over this since Fri¬ 
day I didn’t take it lightly” 

His decision followed 
the US. Supreme Court’s 
ruling that same-sex 
marriage is legal in all 50 
states. In his position as 
judge-executive, Tribble 
has the authority to per¬ 
form marriage ceremo¬ 
nies. If he had decided 
not to perform same-sex 
marriages, he would have 
stopped performing mar¬ 
riages altogether. 

He said the final deci¬ 
sion came down to dis- 


denying marriage to same- 
sex couples falls under 
that category He said it 
does. 

“I’ve never discrimi¬ 
nated against anyone, 
whether it be a religion, 
gender, race — and I’m 
not going to start now,” 
he said. 

Tribble recognized 
that if he refused to 
marry a same-sex couple, 
there would have been 
grounds for a lawsuit. 
He said he believes the 
same-sex couple would 
ultimately win. 

While his personal 
beliefs are that marriage 
is between one man and 
one woman, he said he 
has to separate his indi¬ 
vidual stance from his 
duty as an elected official. 

“The easy thing to do 
would be to just stop per¬ 
forming marriages,” Trib¬ 
ble said. “The right thing 
to do is to treat everybody 
fairly and let God decide. 

“If pastors wouldn’t 
marry anyone unless 
they were without sin.

wedding,” he said. 

Tribble is aware that 
his decision may not be 
received well by the com¬ 
munity as a whole. He 
said he knows many citi¬ 
zens, and even some of 
his friends, will be unhap¬ 
py with his decision. 

“I respect their deci¬ 
sions, and I hope they 
respect mine,” he said. 
“I’m simply doing what I 
was elected to do.” 

Magistrates also have 
the authority to perform 
marriage ceremonies. 
Tribble said the decision 
on whether to marry a gay 
couple will be up to each 
magistrate individually 
and is not subject to vote 
by the fiscal court. 

He said he has not spo¬ 
ken with the magistrates 
regarding their plans on 


the issue. If the magis¬ 
trates decide not to per¬ 
form same-sex marriages, 
they are deciding not to 
perform any marriages. 

Marriage ceremonies 
performed by Tribble 
usually occur on Fridays. 
During Tribble’s time in 
office, he has performed 
approximately 9,000 wed¬ 
dings. 

Tribble said that, by 
performing all marriages, 
including same-sex mar¬ 
riages, he is simply doing 
his duty as an elected offi¬ 
cial. 

“I’m just performing 
my duty, the one I prom¬ 
ised to when I took a con¬ 
stitutional oath,” Tribble 
said. “I hope anyone that 
doesn’t understand that 
will ultimately forgive 
me.”

Dealing with the Supreme Court's ruling 


In a nation with sharply 
defined political and social opin¬ 
ions, the US. Supreme Court’s 
decision opening the door to full 
recognition of same-sex marriage 
also potentially opens the door for 
more social, emotional and per¬ 
sonal conflict. 

Nothing about the court’s deci¬ 
sion will change personal convic¬ 
tions. If you were open to the idea 
of same-sex marriage, you still 
are. If you believe that marriage 
should remain one man and one 
woman, you still do. 

Court edicts may disagree with 
our personal sense of right and 
wrong but they seldom change 
it. The Roe v. Wade ruling did 
not change personal convictions 
or religious beliefs about abor¬ 
tion and 42 years later the issue 
remains contentious. 

Because the Constitution is, by 
definition, the supreme law of the 
land, the high court’s interpre¬ 
tation trumped state laws plac¬ 
ing definitions on marriage — 
including Kentucky’s own voter- 
approved amendment to the state 
constitution. 

It is surprising to learn that 
by ratifying the 14th Amendment 
to the Constitution in 1868, the 
United States silently was striking 
down marriage laws around the 


country. That measure address¬ 
es citizenship rights and equal 
protection under the law. It was 
passed in the wake of the Civil 
War, which was a conflict stem¬ 
ming from slavery and concern 
over state’s rights. 

This action by the court virtu¬ 
ally eliminates any state’s right to 
define itself outside the prevail¬ 
ing national model. By overrul¬ 
ing matters that are aggressively 
debated and settled at the state 
legislature or by a fair and public 
vote, anyone who cares about pre¬ 
serving America’s independent 
form of government should have 
a degree of concern. 

Following this change in the 
law will bring about new issues. 
Already, the question of polygamy 
has been raised. Can society deny 
marriage to multiple partners 
under the 14th Amendment? Other 
questions about civil liberties and 
social justice will be impacted, 
including employment law and dis¬ 
crimination. 

Setting aside the long-term 
repercussions for a moment, the 
court’s ruling effectively elimi¬ 
nated the terms gay marriage or 
same-sex marriage. All marriage 
is simply marriage, regardless of 
the gender of the parties. 

Many in the community must 


come to grips with this new real¬ 
ity 

It’s time for objective discus¬ 
sion and civil discourse — not 
arguments and name calling. 

Just as the gay and lesbian 
community often has been objecti¬ 
fied by harsh words and damning 
language, today the heterosexual 
community finds itself dimin¬ 
ished when any question or objec¬ 
tion results in vilification as a 
hater or homophobe. 

Society will not move forward 
when it resorts to name calling. 
It is difficult to discuss a sincere 
difference of opinion or to truly 
understand each other when the 
conversation takes these hurtful 
directions. 

By a 5-4 vote, the Supreme 
Court has defined a new America. 
But personal opinions were not 
swayed. Real change and under¬ 
standing will come with conversa¬ 
tions, friendships and tolerance 
from all sides. 

If this ruling is about allow¬ 
ing everyone to express their love, 
how can it be effective to respond 
with hatred?

Bremner sale is a good thing 


Recent news that ConAgra plans to sell its Brem¬ 
ner Food Group plant in Princeton has caused some 
consternation in town. 

It shouldn’t. Yes, we know that one televised news 
report hinted that this might close the plant. That 
does not appear to be the case. Rather than being a 
death knell for the plant, a sale probably is the best 
thing that can happen for the employees and the com¬ 
munity. 

ConAgra’s corporate direction does not include 
private brands, and that is what prompted the deci¬ 
sion to put the Princeton plant on the market. 

Since ConAgra bought out Bremner’s parent com¬ 
pany, Ralcorp Holdings in January 2013, there have 
been uneasy times for everyone under the ConAgra 
umbrella. 

It’s no secret that there has been much uncer¬ 
tainty over the plant’s future since ConAgra 
entered the picture. The company has not fulfilled 
its commitment when it acquired the former Fruit 
of the Loom building here, and we believe a new

owner might put that facility to more productive 
use, and potentially up employment at the main 
plant here.

Travis Ford, Winston Bennett among Hall inductees

A tear or two began welling 
in Winston Bennett’s eye as he 
first processed the news. 

Bennett, a native of Louis¬ 
ville and a Male High School 
alumnus, had received his fair 
share of recognition in the 
past. A star on the basketball 
court, he was named All-State 
in 1981,1982 and 1983, winning 
the Mr. Basketball award his 
senior year before taking his 
talents to the University of 
Kentucky. 

But he had one more acco¬ 
lade to add. Bennett received 
word that he would be one of 
16 new inductees into the Ken¬ 
tucky High School Basketball 
Hall of Fame on Saturday at 
the Historic State Theater in 
Elizabethtown. 

“I don’t think it has sunken 
in yet,” Bennett said. ‘T don’t 
think I understand the brevity 
of what this means.” 

It was a common sentiment 
shared by several members of 
the 2015 induction class. 

The names range from 
county legends to the nation¬ 
ally renowned. 

That includes Travis Ford, 
the Oklahoma State Univer¬ 
sity men’s basketball coach, 
whose career began in Madi- 
sonville. 

With a population just south 
of 20,000 and placed on the rim 
of the Western Kentucky coal 
fields, Madisonville rallied 
around its basketball. 

Ford said there wasn’t a bet¬ 
ter place to kick off his play¬ 
ing career. 

“It was almost perfect,” he 
said. “Madisonville is a close- 
knit community. Playing bas¬ 
ketball at Madisonville-North 
and how the community real¬ 
ly got around our basketball 
team and supported me was 
really more than I could ever 
ask for.” 

He certainly made himself 
at home inside the Madison¬ 
ville-North Hopkins gym. Ford 
was electric for the Maroons, 
scoring 2,676 points and col¬ 
lecting 677 assists in his four- 
year career. He grabbed All- 
State honors in 1987, 1988 and 
1989, eventually graduating to 
become a Wildcat under Coach 
Rick Pitino. 

Ford later became a coach, 
nabbing gigs at Campbells- 


ville University, East¬ 
ern Kentucky and the 
University of Massa¬ 
chusetts before land¬ 
ing his present posi¬ 
tion at Oklahoma 
State, where he has 
remained for the past 
seven years. Ford has 
accumulated a 331-234 
record in his coaching 
career. 

But he still calls Madison¬ 
ville his home, and now his 
name will be immortalized 
there. 

“It’s almost too big,” Ford 
said. “Basketball has done so 
much for me, and it all start¬ 
ed out in Madisonville, Ky at 
Madisonville-North. The time I 
spent there and the people who 
helped me through those days 
have helped me realize more 
than a dream. I don’t think I 
could have even dreamed that 
big as a kid.” 

Ford’s name is recognized 
throughout the country 

Another inductee, Jock 
Sutherland, is recognized 
wherever Louisville red runs. 

Sutherland is known by 
Cardinals fans as the for¬ 
mer color analyst for Louis¬ 
ville basketball broadcasts on 
WHAS Radio, a position he 
held for 20 years. 

But long before his voice 
provided commentary on the 
air, it could be heard firing 
witty remarks inside high 
school gyms throughout the 
Bluegrass State. 

His run began in 1955 at 
Gallatin County High School. 
He brought the Wildcats to 
the Sweet 16 four years later. 
He brought a second school 
— Harrison County — to the 
state tournament in 1966. He 
ended his coaching career on 
top with Lexington Lafayette, 
taking home the state title in 
1979. 

“That’s a lot of years, a lot 
of learning, a lot of losses, 
a lot of luck and a lot of bad 
luck,” Sutherland said. 

Sutherland was inducted 
into the Kentucky Athletic 
Hall of Fame in 1999, largely 
due to his contribution on the 
radio. 

But for this induction, 
Sutherland said it feels a tad 
different. 

“This one, I did it all by 
myself and with my players,” 
he said. “And that makes me 


feel very, very thrilled 
to be accepted as a bas¬ 
ketball coach into the 
Hall of Fame.” 

Four former high 
school coaches were 
included in this 
year’s class, includ¬ 
ing Sutherland and 
John Bill Trivette, 
who has been dubbed 
the “father of the full-court 
press.” 

His son, Ken Trivette, gave 
another description for his 
father, who passed away in 
1993: “Passion personified.” 

“He could coach the game, 
but probably his greatest com¬ 
pliment was this: ‘John Bill 
Trivette coached basketball, 
but first of all, he coached 


people,”’ Ken said. “That was 
the greatest thing he did. He 
understood how to make it 
important to those kids.” 

Ken called the upcoming 
induction “an even greater 
validation” for his father’s life 
and career. 

Considering the brand of 
basketball that has been built 
in Kentucky over the years, 
such an induction is one most 
can only hope to one day reach. 

“When you stop and think 
about it, in a couple of years 
they’re going to be celebrat¬ 
ing 100 years of high school 
basketball,” said Bobby Ras- 
coe, an inductee who was a 
standout at Daviess County in 
the late ‘50s before thriving at 
Western Kentucky. “When you 


think about being one of the 
players who is going to be in 
this Hall of Fame, then that’s 
about as high an award as you 
could ever achieve.” 

During the ceremony, Ben¬ 
nett will be one of the 16 cen¬ 
ters of attention. 

But he said the day won’t be 
about himself. 

“It’ll be about every one of 
the players I’ve played with, all 
the coaches that have spoken 
a word of encouragement to 
me, every fan,” Bennett said. 
“When that pebble is thrown 
in the water, there’s a ripple 
effect. 

“Being inducted is just a 
ripple effect to everyone who 
has touched my life in some 
sort of way.”

Find the thermocline for better summer fishing success

Fishing instruction for decades preached anglers 
should fish deep, cool water during the hottest days of 
the summer. 

However, fishing deep water in summer on a lake 
such as Taylorsville Lake may mean your offerings are 
in a dead zone. Warming air temperatures change the 
nature of the water in a lake. Anglers need to consider 
these changes while summer fishing. 

The water column in lakes begins to stratify in late 
spring, like a layer cake with a warm top layer, a mixing 
layer in the middle and a cold layer on the bottom. 
Warm water is less dense and sits on top of the cooler 
and denser water below. 

“The mixing layer in the middle is the thermocline,” 
said Dave Dreves, assistant director of fisheries for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“The thermocline is a band of water with rapidly 
changing temperatures.” 

As summer progresses, the water below the 
thermocline grows increasing hostile to fish. “As 
organic material from plants or animals sinks to the 
bottom, decomposition ties up all of the available 
dissolved oxygen,” Dreves said. 

Fish need dissolved oxygen to survive, so the layer of 
the water below the thermocline becomes a dead zone 
as the air temperatures rise. Lures or bait presented 
there is the same as casting into a desert. 

“The further you go into summer, the more the 
thermocline matters,” Dreves said. “It varies from year 
to year how long it takes for it to set up.” 

Anglers want to target the area just above the 
thermocline for the best summer fishing. “You have 
that happy medium of the coolest water with good 
dissolved oxygen,” Dreves said. “You might find 
baitfish at that level as well. That zone will be the active 
part of the food chain.” 

The fertility of the lake determines the location of 
the thermocline. Water clarity is a good indicator of 
fertility; murky lakes contain more nutrients in the 
water than lakes where you can see the bottom in 12 
feet of water. 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service (FWS) released its 
report on 2015 Trends in Duck Breeding Populations, 
based on surveys conducted in May and early June by 
FWS and the Canadian Wildlife Service. Overall duck 
numbers in the survey area are statistically similar 
to last year and remain strong. Total populations 
were estimated at 49.5 million breeding ducks in the 
traditional survey area, 51 percent above the 1955-2014 
long-term average and the highest count on record. 
Last year’s estimate was 49.2 million birds. 

“We are fortunate to see continued high overall duck 
populations in North America’s breeding areas this 
year,” said DU CEO Dale Hall. “Though conditions were 
dry in some important habitats, we had large numbers 
of birds returning this spring and good conditions in 
the boreal forest and other areas of Canada. It looks 
like some typical prairie nesters skipped over the 
U.S. prairies and took advantage of good conditions 
farther north. This is an important reminder about 
the critical need for maintaining abundant and high- 
quality habitat across the continent. The boreal forest, 
especially, can provide important habitat when the 
prairies are dry. But the boreal is under increasing 
threats from resource extraction.” 

The main determining factor for duck breeding 
success is wetland and upland habitat conditions in 
the key breeding landscapes of the prairies and the 
boreal forest. Conditions observed across the U.S. 
and Canadian survey areas during the 2015 breeding 
population survey were drier than last year. Total 
pond counts for the U.S. and Canada combined were 6.3 
million, which is 12 percent below the 2014 estimate of 
7.2 million and 21 percent above the long-term average. 

“An early spring balanced with poorer habitat 
conditions was apparent in this year’s survey,” said 
DU Chief Conservation Officer Paul Schmidt. “In 
addition to reduced precipitation over the winter and 
early spring, we have lost critical nesting habitat with 
the decrease in Conservation Reserve Program lands 
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Roby Doan of Bullitt County lands a largemouth bass from 
Lincoln County's Cedar Creek Lake during a hot day in mid¬ 
summer. Finding the thermocline is vitally important for 
catching species such as largemouth bass or channel catfish 
from lakes during the heat of summer. 

On a highly fertile lake such as Taylorsville, the 
thermocline starts at about 8 feet deep in mid-summer 
and ends at roughly 12 feet. Bass anglers fishing a heavy 
jig 18 feet deep on a channel drop are wasting their time, 
the same as anglers dunking cut bait for channel cats at 
that depth. There is no dissolved oxygen that deep. 

Anglers need to pound that water from 6 to 10 feet 
deep or so in the summer heat on Taylorsville for bass, 
crappie, catfish and even bluegill. 

“On a clear, low fertility lake like Laurel River Lake 
or Lake Cumberland, the thermocline may start at 30 
feet deep,” Dreves said. “On these lakes, there can be 
good dissolved oxygen below the thermocline. They 
have a two story fishery where cool water fish such as 


and continuing conversion of habitat to agricultural 
production across the U.S. prairies. These conditions 
had minimal impacts on this year’s overall breeding 
bird numbers, but hunters should be concerned about 
these trends and what they might mean in future years. 
We have experienced good moisture in the prairies 
and liberal bag limits for more than two decades. 
Continuing habitat losses and drier conditions have 
the potential to change this scenario.” 

The four fly way councils and the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Regulations Committee will meet in 
late July to recommend the season structure and bag 
limits for 2015-16. Individual states will make their 
specific selections within a federal framework of 
season length, bag limits and dates.

waUeye or striped bass locate below the thermocline in 
summer.” 

On mid-depth, moderately fertUe lakes such as 
Nolin River Lake, Barren River Lake, Green River 
Lake or Rough River Lake, the thermocline usually 
starts around 11 to 12 feet deep in summer with little 
dissolved oxygen below 16 feet. 

“Find banks, channel drops or humps at that depth 
and fish them,” Dreves said. “I always remind myself 
to fish the right depth in summer.” 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers LouisvUle District 
webpage has charts showing the water temperature 
and depths of the dissolved oxygen at www.lrl.usace. 
armymil. Click on the “Water Information” tab, then 
the “Lake Temperatures and Dissolved Oxygen Levels” 
tab. 

The depth where the oxygen line takes a left toward 
the zero side of the graph is the top of the thermocline. 
“You can also go out in the middle of the lake and turn 
up the sensitivity on your sonar unit untU you see 
a band in the depths,” Dreves said. “That band is the 
thermocline. It seems the older units might pick this 
band up better than the newer ones.” 

Lakes with high flow through rates such as 
Kentucky Lake and Lake Barkley usually do not 
form thermoclines in summer in the main lake, 
but thermoclines may appear in their major creek 
arms or embayments. The current in rivers prevents 
thermoclines from forming. 

Remember the role of the thermocline while fishing 
this summer. It will put more fish in hand.

Fibromyalgia Is Real Disease 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am a 56-year- 
old female. I recently have been having 
terrible pain in my joints. It is so bad 
at night that I can’t sleep. Mainly the 
pain is in my neck, ribs, elbows, knees 
and wrists. My finger joints have hurt 
for years. I recently went to a rheu¬ 
matologist because I had an elevated 
rheumatoid factor (it wasn’t extremely 
high). I was told I have arthritis and 
a high risk for rheumatoid arthritis. I 
was then diagnosed with fibromyalgia. 
I was shocked and embarrassed! I had 
always thought that fibro was not a 
real disease. I feel bad and tired almost 
every day, and I am so sick of it! - S.S. 

ANSWER: Some of my colleagues 
still doubt it, but I think that fibromyal¬ 
gia certainly is a real disease. There is 
no doubt that there are a large number 
of people with chronic pain in the mus¬ 
cles and soft tissues who meet the diag¬ 
nostic tests for fibromyalgia, which are 
all based on history and exam - there’s 
no blood test or X-ray for fibromyalgia, 
but that doesn’t mean it isn’t real. The 
current thinking is that fibromyalgia 
is due to alterations in the perception 
of pain by the central nervous system. 

The most common symptom is ach¬ 
ing in the body, usually in the muscles 
and joints. Although there are spe¬ 
cific commonly tender spots that clini¬ 
cians look for on exam, the diagnosis 
of fibromyalgia can be made without 
them. Fatigue and poor-quality sleep 
also are nearly universal in fibromy¬ 
algia. 

Depression is highly prevalent in 
people with fibromyalgia, and in my 
opinion, the depression is more likely 
caused by the chronic pain and fatigue 
than the other way around. 

Before making the diagnosis of 
fibromyalgia, your rheumatologist had 
to exclude other possible causes, such 
as rheumatoid arthritis, restless leg 
syndrome and thyroid disease. This 


isn’t always easy or straightforward, 
and requires experience. 

My opinion is that it is better to have 
a diagnosis of fibromyalgia because, 
even though fibromyalgia isn’t com¬ 
pletely understood, it is a starting 
point for understanding and treating 
chronic pain. 

Tricyclic antidepressants are the 
most common initial treatment of 
fibromyalgia, because they affect the 
way pain is processed. They are usu¬ 
ally started at far, far below the effec¬ 
tive dose for depression. 

Feeling a sense of control over the 
pain, continuing to work and exercis¬ 
ing more are all associated with a bet¬ 
ter outcome in fibromyalgia. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: My brother-in- 
law was prescribed warfarin several 
years ago after a stroke. He claimed 
that it was made from rat poison and 
refused to take it. Is it, in fact, made 
from rat poison? - D.K. 

ANSWER: Yes, warfarin (Couma¬ 
din) was used as rat poison. Some rat 
poisons are still relatives of warfarin. 

However, that doesn’t mean he 
shouldn’t take it. The difference 
between a medicine and a poison is 
often one of dosing. Warfarin is rea¬ 
sonably safe when used correctly, and 
it can significantly reduce the risk of 
a second stroke. There are also some 
newer options, such as Pradaxa and 
Xarelto. Your brother should recon¬ 
sider the risks and benefits.

FrankforFs Last Station 
With Full-Service Closes

When Swifty on Ver¬ 
sailles Road across from 
Eastwood Shopping Cen¬ 
ter closed, Frankfort lost 
its last gas station with 
full-service pumps. 

While self-serve 
pumps are the norm 
in Frankfort and most 
everywhere, some with 
mobility issues or other 
disabilities say not hav¬ 
ing an attendant at the 
pump anymore has 
caused some issues. 

Frankfort resident 
Paula Moore-Woolums 
told The State Journal 
that her friend, who is 
disabled and in a wheel¬ 
chair, has trouble when 
operating a self-service 
pump. 

“Swifty was a god¬ 
send,” Woolums said. 
“They took care of him 
for all of those years, 
and Eddie Pope’s on East 
Main also did. He is at a 
loss now.” 

A local man who 
spoke on the condition 
of anonymity said he 
often has trouble read¬ 
ing the screens on self- 
serve pumps when he 


attempts to get gas by 
himself. The man said he 
is wheelchair bound, and 
the screens are too high 
for him to read. 

“I can pull up to the 
pump, get out of my 
truck, select my fuel 
and be ready to pump by 
myself,” he said. “But if 
you look at one of those 
screens from a lower 
angle, you can’t see any¬ 
thing on it,” 

The man said that 
even though he can ask 
an attendant for help, 
there may be a long wait 
during high-traffic times. 

According to the 
Americans with Disabili¬ 
ties Act website, ada.gov, 
gas stations must give 
assistance to disabled 
individuals when multi¬ 
ple attendants are work¬ 
ing. However, if only one 
attendant is on duty, assis¬ 
tance is not required, but 
only encouraged when 
feasible. 

The anonymous man 
told The State Journal 
that he understood the 
practicality of the policy, 
but it creates an incon¬ 
venience and sometimes 
forces him to go to other 
stations.

Health Dept. Ojfers Tips 
For Enjoying Open Water 


Many Kentuckians 
will flock to one of the 
numerous rivers, lakes 
and creeks across the 
state to boat, fish, swim, 
canoe or otherwise enjoy 
the water this summer. 

Over the past sev¬ 
eral years, concerted 
efforts have been made 
to improve the quality of 
Kentucky’s natural water¬ 
ways. Many federal, state 
and local programs have 
been implemented to 
reduce water pollution 
from various sources, 
including those that are 
industrial, residential and 
agricultural in nature. 
Reducing pollutants is 
critical to providing safe 
recreational opportuni¬ 
ties for the citizens of the 
commonwealth. 

Despite many water 
quality improvements, 
the potential for human 
health risks continue 
to exist in any water 
body. The DOW and DPH 
advise following these 
safety guidelines when 
enjoying Kentucky riv¬ 
ers, streams, lakes and 
reservoirs. By using a 
common sense approach, 
the risks of experienc¬ 
ing water-derived health 
issues can be greatly 
decreased.

1. Avoid ingesting or 
inhaling water. 

2. Thoroughly clean 
hands and other areas 
that have come in contact 
with water. 

3. Avoid allowing open 
wounds to have direct 
contact with the water. 

4. Avoid areas where 
swimming or harmful 
algal bloom advisories 
have been issued. 

5. Avoid areas with 
obvious odors or surface 
scums. 

6. Avoid getting in 
waters after heavy rain¬ 
fall events, especially in 
dense residential, urban 
and agricultural areas. 

7. Avoid areas below 
wastewater treatment 
facility outfalls, animal 
feedlots, straight pipes or 
other obvious sources of 
pollution. 

8. Restrict pets and 
livestock from drink¬ 
ing the water if a bright 
green or blue-green sur¬ 
face scum is present.
